Using his own executive powers, 
the Chief Executive directed 
Louis Johnson, Secretary of De- 
fense, to call up as many Na- 
tidnal Guardsmen and Reservists 
as were necessary to cope with 
the Korean crisis. 

Having proposed a partial mo- 
bilization which nonetheless would 
unleash a vast share of United 
States’ war-making potential, 
President Truman urged other 
free nations to do as much within 
their limits. He promised the 
United States would send them 
substantial aid, in addition to 
present commitments. 

In a historic message to Con- 
gress, the Chief Executive assert- 
ed the United States had accepted 
the risks and disadvantages of 
fighting 5,000 miles away be- 
cause “a basic moral principle” 
was at stake on the far-away Ko- 
rean front. He warned in words 
only thinly veiled that the United 
States was ready to fight else- 
where, too, in carrying out the 
bidding of the United Nations. 

Wednesday night in a national 
broadcast, the President explained 
in simpler fashion his call for “a 
world-wide defense” against Com- 
munist aggression. He asked the 
public to be ready for sacrifices 
and higher taxes, and denounced 
profiteering. 

The scope of the President's 
proposed program was designed 
to provide for complete victory 
in Korea and to improve the na- 
tion’s all-around preparedness. 
Also it was a long and firm step 
toward complete mobilization for 
total war, if that should develop. 
That was the way informed offi-| 
cials viewed the decisive steps 
taken Wednesday.

TAEJON RAID PLAN QUICKLY FORGOTTEN 


300 Surprised Reds Cut Down; | 
Hot U.S. Machinegun Burns One GI 


By ROBERT MILLER 


AT THE TAEJON FRONT, July .19—(UP)— 
An American patrol Surprised a large Commu- 
nist force on a road five miles north of Taejon 
Wednesday and scored the most lopsided vwic- 
tory of the Korean war. 


When the battle was over, 200 ta 300 
North Korean dead and wounded were 
strewn over the road. There was one Amer- 
ican casualty. A machinegunner burned his 
hand. 

The engagement occurred at 4:30 p. m. A 
ere headed by Capt. John A, Kearns, Jamaica, 
. Y¥., met the Communist force, which had 
planned an attempt to fight its way into Taejon. 
“We hit them head-on and threw them back,” 
Kearns said. “Then they attempted to flank us 
and we called for help.” 


Birmingham, Ala., came up and caught the North 
Koreans_jn the middle of their flanking attempt. 

“His machinegunners and automatic riflemen 
just mowed them down,” Kearns said. 

All the North Koreans still able te stand 
up turned and fied, he said, and Taejon was 
still in U. S. hands. 

There are indications that North Koreans are 
building up strong forces to the north and west 
of Taejon. Aerial reconnaissance spotted several 
pieces of horse-drawn artillery which was sub- 
jected to air attack. 

The Americans are dug in and on the alert 
for an all-out attempt to capture the city, prob- 
ably within 48 hours. 

Heavy North Korean artillery shelled the out- 
skirts of Taejon during the day, but did little or 
no damage. The airfield also was still in Ameri-

GEARS F AMOUS PATCH 
Maj. Gen, William C. Chase 


Ramrodding these men into some 
of the world’s foremost jungle 


fighters was a tough, leathery ex-| 


newspaperman who worked his 
way through college behind a re- 
porter’s notebook and went up 
through the ranks to become a 
major general’ William C. Chase. 
The same W. C. Chase that today 
fa Chief of Operations for the 
Third Army at Fort McPherson. 


From Leyte to Tokyo, Chase led 
his men through some of the 
toughest jungle and beach assaults 
in the Pacific War. They were in- 
doctrinated on banzai and suicide 
attacks in the Los Negros Islands, 
nursed on sniping assaults from 
hidden caves in the cliffs of the 
Admiralties and reached voting 
age on the outskirts of Manila. 


Under command of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, Chase led ‘his Division 
into the Philippines and watched 
them liberate prison camps 
jammed with Americans and Eng- 
lishmen from Singapore and 
Hong Kong and nurses from Ba- 
taan. 


During the bloody trek from 
the beach of the Philippines to 
the Island’s capital, the tiring 
First troops often welcomed the 
aid of Filipino guerillas who for 
three years had harassed the Japs 
from jungle hideouts. 


On the outskirts of Manila the 
First Cavalry’s impressive role 
in the eastern war reached its 
climax. For days they fought the 
stubborn Nipponese warriors who 
refused to surrender the city that 
had been their prize for months. 


Manila represented the tough- 
est single campaign in the First’s 
career. When the battle was over 
the short-lived Pacific peace had 
been established, the men of the 
Division had won two Congres- 
sional Medals of Honor, 28 Dis- 
tinguished Service Crosses, 638 
Silver Stars, and 2,490 Purple 
Hearts. 

V-J Day did not mark the end 
of the First Division's eastern 
exploits. The first officers to en- 
ter the hub of the Japanese em- 
pire foiled the suicide attempt of 
Premier Hideki Tojo, whose in- 
trigue and double-dealing had 
set up the opening attack on 
Pearl Harbor. With the help of 
the Navy, the First uncovered 
silver ingots which had been 
dropped to the bottom of Tokyo 
Bay before the occupation. 

When Chase left the command 
of the Division in the hands of 
56-year-old Maj. Gen. Hobart R. 
Gay in September, 1949, and re- 
turned to Atlanta he was return- 
ing to a city which could boast 
over 100 members of his Divi- 
sion. 

And on February 3, this year, 
most of those veterans were on 
hand at Fort Mac when they held 
a retreat parade saluting th Day.

President Truman has, as they say, laid 
it on the line. 

His speech before the Congress of yes- 
terday and his radio address to the people 
last night were a call to every American to 
face up tu the grim menace of Commu- 
nism’s ambitions to dominate the world. At 
the same time they were clear and firm 
warnings to the masters of the Kremlin 
that force will be met with force wherever 
and whenever Moscow chooses again to 
begin aggression. 

We will not again be caught unready. 


Mr. Truman did not, as many had 
feared, underestimate the gravity of the 
situation. Neither did he hold his punches. 
His speech before the Congress is such a 
clear and penetrating exposition of the 
peril our country faces that a thorough 
reading of it is a requisite to an under- 
standing of the crisis. It appears on the 
opposite page. 

The President estimated the starting 
cost of building up the military power of 
this country and its allies at $10,000,000,000. 
That is only the initial cost. More will be 
asked later. 

Higher taxes and certain economic con- 
trols will result. Few, if any, will dispute 
the need for both under the circumstances. 

He wants legal limits on the size of the 
armed forces lifted. He has directed the 
Secretary of Defense to call up whatever 
troops, National Guardsmen, Reservists 
and draftees, are needed, not only success- 
fully to carry out the United Nations ac- 
tion in Korea but to meet the threat of 
Communist invasion at any point it may 
occur. Under present laws the armed 
forces are limited to 2,005,882 men. At the 
last count there were 1,458,000 in service, 
fewer than when the Japanese struck at

in military terms alone. The President 
pointed out that our power rests primarily 
on “the productive capacity and energies 
of the-people.” To keep us strong econom- 
ically, to prevent disastrous inflation and 
to guard against shortages of critical goods, 
Mr. Truman wants to reinstate consumer 
credit controls, establish priorities and an 
allocation system for materials, control in- 
ventories and the authority to requisition 
needed supplies and materials. 

As yet there will be no price control 
and rationing. That will come, however, 
unless the people exercise restraint and 
common sense. Reckless buying and hoard- 
ing will bring on rationing far more quick- 
ly than it otherwise would come. It is up 


to the people as to how long it can be post- 
poned. 


Happily, the President made it clear his 
proposals are not short-term ones to meet 
a temporary crisis. The increased defense 
outlay and the economic curbs he has rec- 
ommended will go on for years unless the 
Communist menace should abate or unless 
all-out war should supplant them with a 
far more stringent program. But they are 
necessary now, else we shall be forced 
into more drastic steps later even though 
war should not come in the immediate 
future. 

The people are, we believe, most pleased 
that the President did not attempt te min- 
imize the seriousness of the threat to 
peace and to our security. The pattern of 
Communist conquest already is well es- 
tablished. Korea was merely the first of 
a series of targets, more in the nature of a 
test. The ultimate objective is the United 
States and the world. President Truman 
clearly is aware of the grave danger which 
confronts us. The steps he proposes to 
take will have the wholehearted support

At last, reason has begun to assert itself. 

A survey in Atlanta yesterday showed 
hysterical buying for hoarding purposes 
has slacked off to a minimum if it has not 
disappeared altogether. 

That is most gratifying. 

There is not, and has not been, any rea- 
son for hoarding. There are plenty of goods 
for everybody’s normal needs. In the case 
of nearly all foods there is a liberal sur- 
plus, But continued hoarding would rap- 
idly deplete our surplus stocks and in a 
short time leave us face-to-face with ra- 
tioning, enforced upon us by nothing more 
than our own greed. 

In a patriotic effort to combat hoarding, 
some stores are advertising its evil, effects, 
pointing out that if everybody will con- 
fine buying to normal needs there is no 
reason to fear shortages at any time in the 
foreseeable future. 

Those who may be frightened by Presi- 
dent Truman’s $10,000,000,000 defense pro- 
gram ought to stop to consider that our 
economy now is running at an annual pro- 
duction rate of $270,000,000,000. Additional 
needs imposed by the new program will 
require only a small percentage of our to- 
tal productive capacity.

| A New Course 
Of GI Study 


A World War II veteran began studying gov- 
ernmental and civic affairs in one of those GI 
courses, and weary and disgusted, said: “I’m more 

interested in Georgia today than in the world of the past. I want -to 
learn about my State and County.” 

His remark has led to perhaps one of the most significant 
changes of study the State has ever seen. “The Citizen's News” 
makes its appearance today in the GI classrooms over the State. 


Published in the form of a newspa- 
County Government per, “The Citizen’s News” will de- 


vote its first eight issues to facts about the typical Georgia County 
Government. Here, the student can read how his county officers 
are chosen, what their responsibilities are, and how his own county 
operates—instead of reading some nationally published textbook 
which deals with a theoretical situation. When a GI student com- 
pletes his study of this new newspaper, we will know a great deal 
more about county governmental affairs in Georgia than most 
citizens do—more, in fact, than many of his teachers did before 
this newspaper was prepared. 

The newspaper-textbook is being issued by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. It is prepared by an editorial staff headed 
by J. R. Wommack, Assistant State Director of Vocational Educa- 
tion, and including C. A. Sorrells, supervisor of adult academic 
program for veterans, and Carolyn Williams, former newspaper- 
woman. This is a far-reaching step toward making civics and 
governmental studies serve a practical purpose in Georgia. 

Time and again the question has 


How to Keep Them been asked: “How can we keep 


graduates of Georgia’s colleges in Georgia?” 

As the Board of Regents gets down to discussing the agricul- 
tural situation in the University System today, a most enlighten- 
ing collection of letters has reached our hands. 

Early this year during the session of the Georgia Legislature, 
Rep. Frank Myers, of Sumter County, wanted to know why Geor- 
gia graduates left home instead of taking positions in their home 
State. He wrote a number of college teachers in other states who 
formerly attended the University of Georgia College of Agricul- 
ture. 

Some of them said they always intended to stay in Georgia, or, 
after getting their doctor’s degrees elsewhere, to return to Georgia. 
But they didn’t. 

Here’s why: Money! 

Chiefly, this group said the State isn’t providing enough money 
to develop the research program for agriculture. And, the salary 
schedule for teachers in Georgia is low in comparison with other 
States. Thus, job opportunities and prospects of development in 
their home State are too limited for these highly trained Georgians 
to come home. 

They deplored the fact that Georgia is reluctant to invest funds 
in research which, they feel sure, would repay the citizens many 
times. They particularly feel that farming in Georgia is needlessly 
poor because of the meager research program of the poorly- 
financed College of Agriculture and Experiment Stations. One or 
two also feared that State politics might make a teacher’s job in- 
secure again. Some said the agricultural program needs better co- 
ordination and better leadership. 

These letters give the actual answers to why a group of out- 
standing agricultural graduates are giving the benefits of their 
Georgia training to other States. First, they had to leave home 
in order to complete top-flight training. Then, Georgia’s institutions 
were unable to hire them to return home or to finance adequate 
research programs to attract them.

It was at this point that the de- 
feated candidates began to howl] for a run-over, 
under what they claimed was a majority rule 
of the County Committee. To clarify the situa- 
tion the writer appealed to the State Democratic 
Executive Committee for a ruling. 

A subcommittee of the State Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee unanimously sustained the ac- 
tion of the Senatorial Committee in declaring the 
writer the Senatorial nominee for the 46th Dis- 
trict and turned “thumbs down” on the run-over 
primary, and immediately notified the local com- 
mittee of its action. The writer also notified the 
local committee that he was not a candidate in 
the alleged run-over primary and not to place his 
name on the ballot. In spite of the action of 
both Senatorial and State Democratic Executive 
Committees the leaders of the local committee 
who are strongly anti-Talmadge and anti-Tuten 
proceeded with the alleged run-over primary. 

The writer did not participate in the alleged 
run-over primary. He was not in the county on 
that date and had notified his friends to have 
no part therein. Regardless of these facts more 
than one thousand voters went to the polls on 
that date and cast their votes for the writer, 
which were more votes than either of the de- 
feated candidates received on June 28th. 

All these facts can be verified by the record.

| Our economy has tremendous 
‘productive power. Our total out- 
‘put of goods and services is now 
running at an annual rate of near- 
ly $270,000,000,000—over $100,- 


‘The rate is now about $13,000,- 
'000,000 higher than a year ago, 
‘and about $8,000,000,000 higher 
than the previous record rate 
reached in 1948. All the foregoing 
figures have been adjusted for 
price changes, and are therefore a 
measure of actual output. The in- 
‘dex of industrial production, now 
at 197, is 12 per cent higher than 
'the average for last year, and 81 
per cent higher than in 1939. 
We now have 61,500,000 people 
in civilian employment. There are 
16,000,000 more people in pro- 
ductive jobs than there were in 
1939. We are now producing 1f1,- 
000,000 more tons of steel a year 
than in the peak war year 1944. 
Electric power output has risen 
from 128,000,000,000 kilowatt 
hours in 1939, to 228,000,000,000 
hours in 1944, to 317,000,000,000 
hours now. Food production is 
about a third higher than it ever 
was before the war, and is prac- 
tically as high as it was during 
the war years, when we were 


than we are now. 

The potential productive power 
of our economy is even greater. 
We can achieve some immedia 
increase in production by .em- 
ploying men and facilities not now 
fully utilized. And we can con- 
tinue to increase our total annual 
output each year, by putting to 
use increasing skills of our 
growing population and the high- 
er productive capacity which re- 
sults from plant new 
inventions and more efficient 
methods of production. 

With this enormous economic 
strength, the new and necesSary 
programs I am now 
can be undertaken with confi- 
dence in the ability of our econo- 
my to bear the strains involved. 
Nevertheless, the magnitude of the 
demands for military purposes that 
are now foreseeable, in an econo- 
my which is already operating at 
a very high level, will require 
substantial redirection of economic 
resources. 

Under the program for increas- 
ing military strength which I have 
outlined above, military and re- 
lated procurement will need to be 
expanded at a more rapid rate 
than total production can be ex- 
panded.

Slimming Diet Makes 
Body Use Stored Fat

old summertime, it is deceptively easy to 
ories and fat padding, almost without realizing 


what goes on. That’s because summer fare and cold foods 
somehow seem lighter, and less fattening. For one thing, 
cold foods do not give an immediate sensation of heat, and 
it is more difficult to think of them as high in fuel even 


thought they may be high in calories. 


Take iced coffee, for example, 
which is frequently drunk in 
large quantities during a hot 
spell. It seems s-0-o cooling. 


But iced coffee calls for more 
cream and sugar than the hot 
beverage—therefore it contains 
more fuel and is more “heating” 
and fattening. And this holds 
true for all those delicious 
frosted beverages. 

As you take seconds on po- 
tato salad, favorite Summer 
dish, it’s easy to regard this as 
light eating. But half a cup 
of potato salad contains 200 
calories, so with seconds it's 
easy to stoke up on 400 fuel 
calories. That’s four times as 
many calories as contained in 
a medium size baked potato. 
Or, it may be even harder to 

' gealize there are as many heat 
 wnits in eight te 10 potato 
chips as in one baked potato. 

Then too, cold foods do not 
bring that comforting feeling 
of satisfaction so quickly as a 
meal which contains something 
hot. One hot food with a meal 
helps you to feel that you have 
dined well. 

But let’s turn to the foods 
that can be included in Sum- 
mer slimming menus. All the 
seasonal foods are delicious and 
low in calories, and that even 
includes corn-on-the-cob. One 
ear six inches long has only 50 
calories. So take a nine-inch 
ear for 75 calories. Butter? Of 
course, but have only a half pat 
on your plate. Treat yourself 
to all Summer vegetables, sal- 
ads and fresh fruits—they’re all 

low in calogies. Bol- 
ster the menu with cheese, hard- 
cooked lean meat or sea 
food, and ve a t of but- 
termilk or skim milk each day. 

The secret of planning a slim- 
ming diet at any season is to 
keep the calories sufficiently 
low to force the body to use 
part of its fat reserve, but at 
the same time to cover the 
body's basic nutrition needs.

Fall Hat Fashions Run Amok 
With Birds, Belts, Buckles, Braid

NEW YORK, July 198—Practically anything can go to your head this year and be 


called a hat. 


Running briefly over some of the miscellany that has been swept into the tide of Fall 
and Winter millinary, there are birds, veils, leather belts and rhinestone buckles. There 
are beads, braids, wool embroidery and fringe, gold mesh, gilded feathers and lacquered 
felts. There are also paillettes, cabachons, assementierie, tassles and flowers. 


Some of the new hats are re- 
puted to have been inspired by 
modern Gothic. Others took 
their inspiration from modern 
man. Since there are more of 
the latter than the former, 
we'll tell you about these first: 

They come in various fabrics, 
felts, velours, brushed beaver 
as well as flannel, and in styles 
ranging from the fedora and 
homberg to the casual, snap 
brim.

The little velvet hat is larger 
than it was last year, such as 
the callots and skullcaps_ that 


passed unnoticed on the back of 
your head, crowns are higher, 
brims are larger and more va- 
ried and trimmings are back, 
definitely. Entire hats are paved 
with pheasant or guihea hé€n, 
handled to look like fabric. 
Other feather hats are treated 
with a thin coating of pale 
bronze or silver or pearl, some- 
times giving the impression of 
a savage chieftain’s helmet.

One in particular 
at John Frederics of gold lame 
is a tight little helmet with a 
coronet of mink around the top, 
and another, of gold mesh or 
crochet, is a little pixie cap 
composed of four wedge-shaped 
medallions turned up to form a 
point at the crown. 

The pointed or elfin crown 
is everywhere, most notice- 
able perhaps in medieval 
helmets lacquered to a bright 
metallic shine worn with visor 
veils and in Sally Victor’s tai- 
lored twisters of felt or jer- 
sey. These little hats are lit- 
erally twisted into the shape 
of a cloche, beret, pillbox, cap 
or casual brimhat and were 
designed particularly to be 
worn with tailored suits and 
top coats. 


Victor has also done a rather 
“doggy” group of hats, called 
poodles. These are made of mo- 
hair with inserts of matching 
wool yarn clipped pompons and 
shaved surfaces that suggest ex- 
actly what the name implies. 
With them, she has done also a 
group of accessories, cap- 
stoles and umbrella covers to 
match. Included in her cur- 
rent collection is a group of 
chess hats. These are basically 
pillboxes molded on forms pat- 
terned after the headgear of 
the kings, pawns, knights, 


knaves, queens and bishops. 
The form is then covered with 
a specially woven striped jer- 
sey, such as vintage (deep wine) 
with lapis blue and all-over em- 
broidered with gilt, wool and 
beads. The bishop’s hat is of 
red velvet and the castle has a 
eut-out border suggestive of the 
battlements of feudal architec- 
ture. 

John Frederic’s thatched- 
feather hats for evening are 
shaped very much like the 
roof of a thatched hut with 
shallow, slightly pointed 
crowns covered entirely in 
feathers and the brims done 
in a circular trellis of match- 


ing quills. 

He has also done a reversible 
street hat of red velvet on one 
side and black on the other ina 
sort of wide brimmed modified 
clerical hat and a tiny evening 
bandeau that can be won either 
around the head or the neck. 
This is a narrow embroidered 
band of gold lace attached to 
a circle of black maline that 
forms a dog collar and trans- 
parent capelet around the neck 
or a coronet and veil for the 
head. 

Turbans are good and will 
probably be better before the 
year is out. These can be either 
draped and pulled deep to one 
side or wrapped in an accordion 
shape over an elongated pillbox 
and worn toward the back of 
the head like the headdress of 
an ancient Egyptian. 

Vells will be worn swung 
from point to point of a wide 
bicorne; or acros@ the face like 
a visor leaving the eyes and 
mouth uncovered or will hang 
straight down or pull snugly 
over the face and wrap around 
the neck. They can be studded 
with rhinestone, embroidered in 
sequins, pearls, jet or Paillettes 
or appliqued with perhaps a sin- 
gle bowknot of_ velvet.

One with “inward,” “toxic,” exophthalmic (exophthalmos 
means protruding eyeballs, prominent, wide, staring eyes, 
as though the individual were alarmed or frightened) goiter, 
or hyperthyroidism (the general or constitutional disorders 
due to excessive functional activity of the thyroid gland) or 
hyperthyreosis or thyrotoxicosis (different names for the 
same condition—you see, we doctors find these various names 
for the same trouble keep you dumb laymen guessing, so you 
are less likely to discover when we are guessing what ails 
you)—one with this type of goiter may show little or no ap- 
parent enlargement, swelling or thickening of the neck just 
above the breastbone, but does have certain characteristic 
symptoms upon which the diagnosis of the disease is based. 


I’ve talked myself into a spot

Symptoms have 
no place in a health column, 


People should not refer to, men- 
tion or tell their symptoms 
when they write to me for in- 
formation or advice.

The characteristic symptoms 
and signs of exophthalmic goi- 
tre besides the wide, staring, 
more or less protruding or bulg- 
ing eyes—in mild cases the 
exophthalmos is sometimes mis- 
interpreted as “large,” beauti- 
ful eyes—are tachycardia or 
rapid heart action; a fine trem- 
or, most noticeable in the 
fingers when the patient sews, 
writes or does other fine work;

New Englanders rate a sugar- 
on-snow party es ordinary as 
Georgians do a barbecue. It was 
news to me and very exciting. 

This party began last March 
when 1,000 pounds of clean, 
fresh snow from Mt. Mansfield 
in Vermont was shipped in re- 
frigerated trucks to a cold stor- 
age house in Boston and held 
until needed. 

The maple sap was gathered 
just as winter broke and the 
first warm days of spring began 
this year. As the sap was col- 
lected it was loaded on snow 
sleighs and drawn to a sugar 
house. The sap was held in large 
storage tanks from which it 
flows into evaporators which 
evaporate off the water, leav- 
ing a thick syrup. This syrup 
was brought in traditional syrup 
cans to Boston.

Sugar-on-Snow Party 


In Vermont these parties are 
+ held out of doors during “sugar- 
( ing-off season,” and the hot 
\.syrup is thrown on the clean 
snow. Minor Boston modifictions 
had to be made for us in July. 
We were given pans of snow and 
the real delicious hot maple 
syrup was dropped on the top. 
The syrup remains on the top 
and becomes waxy as it cools. 
It’s then eaten with a fork. Dill 
and sour pickles, for flavor con- 
trast: doughnuts and _ coffee 
complete the menu. It sounds 
very strange, but it was one of 
the most delicious treats I ever 
had. 

In New England if such a 
party is to be a family affair 
the sap is cooked down in a big doughnuts and coffee. 
kettle over an open fire. It’s ,......._ i 
easier to ladle out the thick 
syrup and toss it on the sur- 
rounding snow. In this case eggs 
(in the shell) aré boiled in the 
sap and ham is fried on the hot 
coals. But always pickles and 
doughnuts are served, too!

Vermont Syrup 


The genesis of maple sugar | 
making is shrouded in the leg- 
ends and folklore of Vermont. 
Methods of “tapping” have been 
greatly improved. Today, metal | 
spouts are inserted into holes | 
bored two inches deep in the 
trees and buckets are hung | 
with protective coverings. All 
other processes are equally new. 

If you’ve ever been wonder- 
ing about the price of the real 
Vermont maple syrup just 
renember it takes about 40 
gallons of sap to produce one 
gallon of high-quality maple 
syrup.

Reformed Youth-Gang Leader 
Helps Former Gutter Mates 


A Sunday or so ago as he was leaving church, Judge W. W. Woolfolk, of Fulton Coun- 
urt, was approached by a well-mannered, clean-cut boy of about 15 years of 


ty Juvenile 
age. 


The boy shook the judge’ 
tated a moment before replying, allowing the wheels of his memory to spin back to a day 
several years ago, bringing into focus a sullen, dirty-faced member of a ring of automobile 


thieves. 

Of course, he remembered him. 
“How are you getting along, 
John?” Judge Woolfolk replied, 
once the memory wheel had 
turned its round. 

The boy told the judge he was 
doing all right; then proudly re- 
cited an account of his steward- 


ship since leaving the Juvenile| 


Court’s care. But he was con- 
cerned, he said, over some of the 
youngsters he used to run with. 
Their conduct was not too good 
and he would like counsel as to 
how to influence them to do bet- 
ter. 

“You see,” Judge Woolfolk said 
in recalling the experience, “this 
youngster not only has become 
rehabilitated but is assuming a 

of responsibility over 
others.” 

The lad is but one of thousands 
of “kids who have gone straight” 
since coming in contact with au- 
thorities of the Fulton County Ju- 
venile Court, an institution which 
only last week drew citation from 
the National Probation and Parole 
Association for “bringing effective 
probation services to children.” 

“Your court,” the citation 
stated, “has proven dramatically 
the value of such services by re- 
ducing by 50 percent in the past 
four years the number of children 
who otherwise would be sent to 
institutions. Not only does this 
mean a considerable savings in 
the cost of expensive institutional 
care, but it represents a savings 
in human values which trans- 
cends any monetary considera-
